omic Development. 

Americans have gone throughout the 
earth sticking their noses into situations, 
with the best of intentions, but often with 
little real knowledge of what they were do- 
ing. 

We built up in America the greatest in- 
dustrial edifice in history; and now we are 
permitting irresponsible men .to knock it 
about at their own pleasure. 

Many in our Churches have the notion 
that much of our industry, whose success 
has itself made possible the building and 
endowment of these very Churches, is some- 
how evil. Through the various church or- 
ganizations, like the Church League for In- 
dustrial Democracy, they are doing their bit 
to tear industry apart. 

Throughout the United States, some of 
the most vital interests of the American 
people are being toyed with by men lacking 
appropriate experience—by men who are 
themselves unaccustomed to shouldering 
and discharging responsibility.

“When we see a lot of framed timbers, 
different portions of which we know have 
been gotten out at different times and 
places, and by different workmen — — - 
and when we see those timbers joined 
together; and see that they exactly make 
the frame of a house or a mill, all the ten- 
ons and mortises exactly fitting, and all 
the lengths and proportions of the dif- 
ferent pieces exactly adapted to their re- 
spective places, and not a piece too many 
or too few __ . .. in such a case we find it 
impossible not to believe that — — — all un- 
derstood one another from the beginning 
and all worked upon a common plan or 
draft, drawn up before the first blow was 
struck.” 

The “common plan or draft” is to destroy 
America and all its freedom—to reduce its 
people to the level of Poland or Czecho- 
slovakia. The plan is far advanced.

“UNDER COVER” IS. UNCOVERED 


“Under Cover’, by John Roy Carlson, 
the book which Walter Winchell pushed 
on the radio for several months, has been 
declared by a Federal Grand Jury in Chicago 
to be “over 500 pages of twaddle — just 
twaddle — with outrageous and unfounded 
charges of which any citizen might properly 
complain”. So says Federal Judge Barnes. 

This is the book containing the names 
of several hundred people Winchell’s smear 
crowd decided were Nazis and Fascists be- 
cause these good Americans wanted the 
United States to stay out of this past war — 
a war “to make the world safe for Com- 
munism”’. 

George Washington Robnett, executive 
secretary of the Church League of America, 
sued the publishers, E. P. Dutton Co. of 
New York, for libel. Mr. Robnett won the 
case. The court costs amounted to about 
$25,000, but it is estimated three quarters 
of a million was made by this lying product 
of the smear artists. 

Federal Judge Barnes further said in court: 

“! think this book was written by a wholly 
irresponsible person who would write any- 
thing for a dollar. I think this book was 
published by a publisher who would do any- 
thing for a dollar . _ _ _ 1 wouldn’t believe 
this author if he was under oath and I think 
he and the publisher are as guilty as anyone 
who was ever found guilty in this court be- 
fore”’. 

“Under Cover’’ had stated that Mr. Rob- 
nett was anti-Semitic. It was brought out 
the trial that Mr. Robnett, in his news- 
paper, News and Views, had made reference 





to Jewish Communists. In this regard, 
- Judge Barnes said “We must not establish 
the taboo that under ‘no n must we 


mention a person is a Jew _ — - If persons 
are Jews and are Communists, they will 
have to carry that burden and it will not 
benefit them or their religion to set up a 
taboo against mentioning that fact.” 

Commenting on Robnett’s practice of 
writing (Greenfelt) after the name of Sid 
Green and (Neyhus) after that of David 
K. Niles (who has been in the White House 
for some time as an adviser), Judge Barnes 
declared that “if any man changes his name, 
it is natural human curiosity to know both 
his names, and that sort of man must carry 
the burden.” ee 

Judge Barnes offered his definition of 
anti-Semitism as agitation against a person 
or group of persons “because they are Jew- 
ish”, and said the News and Views showed 
the persons named “were condemned be- 
cause of the Communistic activities and not 
because they were Jews”. 

John Roy Carlson has the dubious honor 
of being the author of this book. Mr. “Carl- 
son” admitted that he had lied often during 
the trial and that he had gone under many 
aliases, namely: Donald Brady, George Al- 
exander, Thomas Decker, Henry Renard, 
George Pagnanelli, and, last but not least, 
John Roy Carlson. His real name is Avedis 
Arthur Derounian. 

Carlson said he is now an investigator 
for Friends of Democracy at $50.00 per 
week and lives in New York City. — 

The human scavenger, Winchell, in sup- 
porting this vicious publication, is nothing 
more than a modern Judas, betraying his 
countrymen and ruining the reputation 
of fine Americans for thirty pieces of silver 
— or its 1946 equivalent. 

So we see what type of men are Carlson 
and Winchell, who smear true Americans 
and who spend their time in an effort to 
ruin the reputations of men who are sin- 
cerely fighting Communism.

Communist propaganda in the United 
States is handled very simply and efficiently. 
The methods could be recognized by any 
ten year old child if he would but take time 
to widen his eyes and open his ears. Yet 
labor leaders, educators, even churchmen 
here shut their eyes to them! 

Communist agents in America follow the 
time-tested method, ‘Divide and conquer.” 
An agent may whisper into the ears of man- 
agement that his workers are about to go on 
strike, then turn around to the workers and 
accuse their management of planning to 
beat them down. The fruit is mistrust be- 
tween management and labor. Other agents 
are constantly creating dissension between 
RELIGIOUS GROUPS by this same meth- 
od. Then there is a group of agents as- 
signed to create a breach between the colored 
and white race.

Class” who are very eager to defend the 
Soviet Union. These number, among others, 
certain members of the motion picture in- 
dustry, certain educators, some radio com- 
mentators, some lawmakers in Washington, 
and some members of the clergy. One of 
their most used reasons for defending the 
Soviet Union is this: ‘Yes, things are not 
as good in the Soviet Union as they could 
be. Russia has not attained the complete 
freedom that she perhaps should have. But 
after all, conditions are so much better in 


they overthrew.” A well-known member 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
made a similar statement about a month ago. 


In the first place, the Czarist government 
was not overthrown by the Communists, 
The Czar abdicated on March 15, 1917, 
upon the request of ic members 
of his Duma. Then the provisional goy- 
ernment, which was a coalition govern- 
ment, took over This government was 
composed of: Prince Lvov, head of the 
ministry, who represented business men 
and landowners of a liberal type; Miliukov, 
minister of foreign affairs, who represented 
the Constitutional Democratic party; and 
Karinsky, who was a representative of sol- 
diers and workers. That provisional gov- 
ernment was definitely democratic and con- 
tinued to fight the war with Germany. It 
wasn’t until eight months later, November 
7, 1917, that the Communists, headed by. 
Trotzky and Lenin, overthrew the provision- 
al government in a most ruthless way and 
made provisions to sue for peace with Ger- 
many, thus sabotaging the Allied cause, 


I do not defend the Czarist government. 
I will admit it was anything but democratic. 
I will admit it allowed certain religious per- 
secutions. I will also admit it should have 
been overthrown. 


But let us be truthful about it: That gov- 
ernment gave its people a great deal more 
freedom than the present day government of 
the Soviet Union. During the Czar’s regime 
millions of people entered and left Russia 
freely; there were organized groups of op- 
position and much opposition literature; for- 
eign correspondents had freedom of travel. 
Freedom of worship existed. American 
missionaries worked for converts. None 
of these things are possible today in Soviet 
Russia. When Alexander II, Czar of Rus- 
Sia, Was assassinated, only five persons were 
executed for that crime. This is rather a 
small figure to compare with the “purges” 
of a few years ago for the murder of Gen- 
eral Kirov. ye 

During the Czar’s regime, political opposi- 
tion was often jailed, it is true. Stalin him- 
self and most of his leaders have been in 
Czarist jails. But, difficult as it might have 
been for them, many of these prisoners were 
able to write books and study while in pris- 
on. Trotsky himself claimed he learned 
the Italian language while in a Czarist pris- 
on. Today, any opposer of the Soviet Union 
goes into awful slavery until relieved by 
death, or directly to death — after torture. 

With these facts in mind, | think it is a 
crime for the shapers of American public 
opinion to take advantage of our still exist- 
ing freedom of speech and misinform mil- 
lions of Americans of historical truths. 
Either these opinion shapers have been mis- 
informed, or have not studied history, or 
are willful ists. Make your own 
choice; I have already made mine!

Marine during the war and then came ashore 
to run the Labor School. 

After the noon recess, Jénkins’ memory 
improved. He said he had registered in the 
Communist Party as a protest against Tam- 
many Hall. He also remembered that in 
1934 he was sentenced to sixty days in the 
workhouse in New York after he had par- 
ticipated in a relief riot outside the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare offices in the Mun- 
icipal Building. 

Holland D. Roberts, former Stanford pro- 
fessor and now educational director for the 
California Labor School, admitted on the 
stand that he also is president of the Amer- 
ican-Russian Institute. 

Asked About Courses. 

Before he took the stand Jenkins asked 
that the examination be made as brief as 
possible as he and one of his associates were 
due back at the school in two hours time 
“for a class in American history.” The au- 
dience laughed. . 

Centering his questioning on the opera- 
tion of the school and its clientele, Combs 
asked Jenkins: 

“Ex-GI’s attend and take advantage of 
their opportunities under the Bill of Rights, 
do they not?” 

“Sure,” replied the witness. 

“And you get your books from the In- 
ternational Book Store in San Francisco, 
don’t you?” 


“That’s right.” 

“And you got a loan from the ‘People’s 
Daily World,’ didn’t you?”
